Historical  Sketch 


ACADIA  COLLEGE  was  founded  by  the  Nova  Scotia 
Baptist  Education  Society  in  1838.  In  the  following 
year  application  was  made  to  the  Nova  Scotia  House  of 
Assembly  for  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  with  the  title  : 
"The  Trustees,  Governors,  and  Fellows  of  the  Queen's 
College."  An  Act  creating  such  a  corporation  with  the 
powers  of  a  University  was  passed  in  1840.  At  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Legislature  this  Act  was  amended 
by  changing  the  name  to  Acadia  College. 

In  1 85 1  the  power  of  appointing  the  Governors  was 
transferred  from  the  Education  Society  to  the  Baptist 
Convention  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  The  develop- 
ments of  succeeding  years  made  it  necessary  that  vari- 
ous amendments  to  the  original  Charter  should  be 
obtained.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  bring  the 
Act  of  Incorporation  into  more  complete  harmony  with 
existing  conditions,  a  general  revision  and  consolidation 
of  the  different  Acts  relating  to  the  College  was  pro- 
posed by  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Board  having  been  adopted  by  the 
Governors,  was  referred  to  the  Convention.  That  bod}*, 
at  its  meeting  in  Yarmouth  in  August,  1890,  after  sug- 
gesting some  modifications,  approved  the  report  and 
instructed  the  Governors  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of 
Nova  Scotia  for  the  necessary  legislation.  Accordingly 
a  bill  embodying  the  proposed  alterations  was  passed 
by  the  two  Houses  at  the  session  of  1891,  and  received 
the  signature  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  19th 
May  in  the  same  year.  A  copy  of  the  Revised  Charter 
is  appended. 
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An  Act  Respecting  Acadia  University 

(Passed  May  19th,  1891.) 

Be  it  enacted  bythe  Governor,  Council,  and  Assembly  as  follows . 

1.  The  persons  now  holding  the  offices  of  President  and 
Governors  respectively  of  Acadia  College,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  and  six  additional  governors  and  their  successors  in 
office,  shall  be  designated  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  of 
the  Governors  of  Acadia  University,  with  perpetual  succession 
and  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  break,  alter  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  be  able  and  capable  inlaw  to 
take,  purchase,  and  hold  any  personal  property  whatsoever 
and  shall  also  be  able  and  capable  to  take,  purchase  and  hold 
to  them  and  their  successors  not  only  all  such  lands,  build- 
ings, hereditaments  and  premises  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  used  or  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Uni- 
versity, and  of  Horton  Collegiate  Academy  and  Acadia 
Seminary,  and  of  any  other  preparatory  or  academical 
or  other  department,  and  for  residences  of  the  president, 
pi-ofessors,  principals,  tutors,  students  and  officers  of  said 
university,  academy  and  seminary,  but  also  any  other  lands, 
buildings,  hereditaments,  and  premises,  provided  such  lands, 
buildings,  hereditaments  and  premises  shall  not  exceed  in  value 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  any  law  or  statute  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding ;  and  to  accept  on  behalf  of  said 
university,  or  any  department  thereof,  and  on  behalf  of  said 
academy  and  seminary,  and  of  any  other  preparatory  or 
academical  or  other  department,  any  gifts  devises  or  bequests 
of  any  property  real  or  personal,  and  to  assume  and  execute 
any  trust  which  may  accompany  such  devises,  gifts  or 
bequests;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  to  grant,  demise,  alien,  lease  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  all  or  any  of  the  property,  real  or  personal,  at  any 
time  belonging  to  said  university,  and  to  invest  the  proceeds 
thereof  upon  such  securities  or  in  such  way  as  shall  seem  best 
to  said  Hoard  of  Governors,  and  also  to  do  all  other  matters 
and  things  incidental  or  appertaining  to  such  body  corporate. 

2.  All  the  real  and  personal  property,  rights,  easements, 
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privileges  and  immunities  of  everv  nature  or  kind  whatso- 
ever, which  are  now  held,  occupied  and  enjoyed  by  the 
trustees,  governors  and  fellows  of  Acadia  College,  or  by  any 
person  in  trust  for  them  or  in  their  behalf,  or  by  this  Act 
vested  in  the  corporation  hereby  constituted,  subject  to  all 
trusts  attaching  thereto  respectively,  and  all  leases  and  con- 
tracts made  by  or  with  the  trustees,  governors  and  fellows  of 
Acadia  College,  shall  be  dealt  with  in  all  respects  as  if  the 
same  had  been  made  by  and  with  the  corporation  hereby 
created  and  all  debts,  rents,  interest  and  moneys  due  to  the 
trustees,  governors  and  fellows  of  Acadia  College,  shall  be 
hencefortb  payable  to  and  recoverable  by  the  corporation 
hereby  created,  and  all  covenants,  contracts  and  agreements 
made  with  or  entered  into  by  the  trustees,  governors,  and 
fellows  of  Acadia  College  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  to  have  been  made  with  and  entered 
into  by  the  corporation  hereby  created;  and  the  president, 
professors,  tutors,  teachers,  students,  officers  and  agents  of 
Acadia  College  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  presi- 
dent, professors,  tutors,  teachers,  students,  officers  and  agents 
of  said  university,  and  all  tenants  of  the  trustees,  governors, 
and  fellows  of  Acadia  College  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  the  tenants  of  the  corporation  hereby  created  ;  and  the 
graduates  of  Acadia  College  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
graduates  of  said  university,  and  entitled  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  as  such,  and  all  academical  honors  and  degrees  and 
all  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  authorities  now  had,  held 
or  exercised  by  any  person  by  virtue  of  the  Acts  hereby 
repealed,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  necessarily  taken 
away,  altered,  abridged  or  affected  by  or  in  consequenee  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  had,  held  and  exercised  in  relation  to  the 
said  university  as  fully  as  they  now  are  had,  held  or  exercised. 
3.  The  said  governors  of  Acadia  University  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  hold  gifts,  devises  and  bequests 
already  made  or  hereafter  coming  into  effect  by  any  person 
or  persons,  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  Acadia  College,  Horton 
Collegiate  Academy,  and  Acadia  Seminary,  or  any  or  either 
of  them,  or  to  or  for  the  trustees,  governors  and  fellows  of 
Acadia  College  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  the  said  corpor- 
ation or  university  was  named  in  such  gifts,  devises  or 
bequests  instead  of  Acadia  College,  Horton  Collegiate 
Academy,  Acadia  Seminary,  trustees,  governors  and  fellows 
of  Acadia  College,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  subject,  however, 
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to  all  the  trusts  in  such  gifts,  devises  and  bequests  provided, 
and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  sue  for  and  recover  all 
damages  arising  from  any  cause  which  the  trustees,  gover- 
nors and  fellows  of  Acadia  College  would  have  been  entitled 
to  recover  but  for  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  debts,  damages 
or  demands  due  or  accruing  or  arising  upon  any  bond,  cove- 
nant, contract  or  agreement  made  to  or  with  the  trustees, 
governors  and  fellows  of  Acadia  College,  and  all  persons  shall 
have  the  power,  any  statute  to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding 
at  any  time  to  grant,  devise,  bequeath  or  convey  by  deed, 
will  or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property,  to  the  corpor- 
ation hereby  created,  either  for  the  purposes  of  the  university 
generally  or  any  department  thereof,  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
established,  or  for  Horton  Collegiate  Academy  or  Acadia 
Seminary,  or  any  other  preparatory  or  academical  or  other 
department,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  provided  by  such  grant, 
devise,  bequest  or  conveyance. 

4.  All  legal  or  other  proceeedings  heretofore  taken  by  or 
against  the  trustees,  governors  and  fellows  of  Acadia  College, 
may  be  continued  under  the  same  name  or  style  of  cause  in 
which  they  have  been  instituted. 

5.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  establish  and  manage 
professional  and  technical  and  other  schools,  and  may  sup- 
port the  sameoiit  of  the  funds  of  the  university. 

6.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  power  to 
grant  degrees  in  theology  and  degrees  of  bachelor,  master 
and  doctor  in  the  several  arts,  sciences  a»d  faculties,  and  any 
and  all  degrees  which  may  properly  be  conferred  by  a  uni- 
versity, and  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  course  of 
study  and  the  qualification  for  degrees,  and  the  granting  of 
the  same. 

7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  fix  the  number,  residence,  duties,  salary,  pro- 
vision and  emolument  of  the  president,  professors,  prin- 
cipals, teachers,  tutors,  instructors,  officers,  agents  and 
servants  of  said  university,  academy  and  seminary,  and 
any  other  preparatory  or  academical  or  other  department, 
and  may  also  appoint  the  president,  professors,  principals, 
teachers,  tutors,  instructors,  officers,  agents  and  servants  of 
said  university,  academy  and  seminary,  and  any  other  pre- 
paratory or  academical  or  other  department,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  remove  the  said  president,  professors,  principals. 
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teachers,  tutors,  instructors,  officers,  agents  and  servants, 
including  those  who  at  the  passing  of  this  act  held  any  of 
said  offices  or  positions  under  the  acts  hereby  repealed. 

8.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  control  and 
management  of  the  property  and  funds  of  the  said  corpor- 
ation, and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  carry  into  effect  by- 
laws, resolutions  and  regulations  touching  and  concerning 
the  instruction,  care,  government  and  discipline  of  the 
students  of  said  university,  academy  and  seminary,  and  any 
other  preparatory  or  academical  or  other  department,  and 
touching  and  concerning  all  other  matters  and  things  of 
every  nature  and  kind  within  the  scope  of  this  act,  which  to 
them  may  seem  good,  fit  and  useful  for  the  well  ordering  and 
advancement  of  the  said  university,  academy  and  seminary, 
and  any  other  preparatory  or  academical  or  other  depart- 
ment provided  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act  or  any  law  in  force  in  this  province,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  alter,  vary,  or  rescind  the  same. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Governors  to  keep 
proper  records  and  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings,  and  to 
keep  proper  books  of  account  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
said  university,  academy  and  seminary,  and  any  other  pre- 
paratory or  academical  or  other  department,  and  to  present 
a  report  of  the  work  of  the  university,  academy  and  semi- 
nary, and  any  other  preparatory  or  academical  or  other 
department,  accompanied  by  a  duly  audited  financial  state- 
ment, to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Baptist  Convention  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces. 

10.  The  persons  now  holding  the  offices  of  president  and 
governors,  respectively,  of  Acadia  College,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  exercise  the  power  and  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  until  the  appointment  by  the  said  con- 
vention of  the  six  additional  governors  of  the  said  university 
herein  provided  for,  after  which  the  management  and  admin- 
istration' of  said  university  shall  devolve  upon  the  president 
thereof  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  a  governor 
thereof,  the  eighteen  persons  now  holding  the  office  of  gov- 
ernors of  Acadia  College  and  six  additional  governors.  Those 
now  holding  the  office  of  Governors  of  Acadia  College  shall 
be  entitled  to  continue  governors  of  Acadia  University  for 
the  respective  periods  of  their  appointment,  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  convention,  and  their  successors 
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in  office,  and  the  said  six  additional  governors  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  appointed  by  said  convention  at  such  time 
and  for  such  periods,  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
touching  their  appointment  and  removal  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  adopted  by  said  convention. 

11.  Seven  governors  or  such  larger  number  as  the  board 
may  fix,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board,  and  all 
questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  board. 

12.  The  board  of  Governors  shall  appoint  a  body  to  be 
known  as  the  Senate,  to  consist  of  the  president  of  the 
university,  and  of  such  other  persons,  not  being  governors, 
as  the  said  board  shall  appoint,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
advise  the  board  from  time  to  time  upon  all  matters  concern- 
ing the  system  and  course  of  education  pursued  in  said 
university,  academy  and  seminary,  and  the  examination  of 
all  departments  thereof,  and  concerning  the  courses  of  study 
and  the  qualification  for  degrees,  and  the  granting  of  the 
same,  and  concerning  the  establishment  of  additional 
branches  of  instruction,  and  the  appointment  of  the  pro- 
fessors, and  generally  concerning  all  matters  relating  to  the 
literary  welfare  of  said  university,  academy  and  seminary, 
which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  committed  to  said  Senate, 
for  their  advice  and  recommendation  or  action,  who  shall 
report  to  said  board  at  such  times  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  board.  The  present  members  of  the  Senate  of  Acadia 
College,  except  those  who  are  or  may  be  hereafter  appointed 
governors  of  the  said  university,  shall  be  members  of  the 
Senate  under  this  act  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  time 
for  which  they  are  respectively  appointed.  The  Associated 
Alumni  of  said  university  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate 
one-third  of  the  members  of  such  Senate. 

13.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  appoint  the  members 
of  the  Senate  for  such  period  as  they  shall  deem  best,  and 
may  remove  them  on  account  of  non-residence  within  the 
bounds  of  said  Convention,  non-attendance  at  meetings  of  the 
Senate,  or  any  other  cause  which  they  shall  deem  sufficient. 

14.  The  proprietors  of  scholarships  of  Acadia  College 
shall  henceforth  he  deemed  and  taken  to  be  proprietors  of 
scholarships  of  Acadia  University,  with  the  same  rights  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  were 
attached  thereto  previous  to  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
act. 

15.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  this  Legislature,  in  so 
far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 


Aim. 

On  the  intellectual  side,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Univer- 
sity, by  means  of  the  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  to  furnish  a  broad  liberal  culture,  including  the 
development  of  mental  power,  the  formation  of  right 
mental  habits,  the  cultivation  of  pure  and  elevated 
tastes,  and  the  acquisition  of  systematized  knowledge  in 
the  chief  departments  of  learning.  The  culture  furn- 
ished is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  the  specialized 
courses  of  the  graduate  Universities  and  Professional 
Schools  or  to  equip  them  in  a  thorough  way  for  active 
non-professional  life. 

By  means  of  the  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  it  is  the  aim  to  secure  a  large  measure  of  the 
liberal  culture  before  described,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
fit  the  student  for  admission,  without  examination,  to 
the  third  year  of  any  course  in  Applied  Science  at  the 
best  Technical  Institutions.  (See  "  Affiliation  with 
McGill "  page  29.) 

The  University  aims,  not  only  at  intellectual  train- 
ing, but  also  at  the  development  of  right  character.  It 
seeks  to  surround  the  student  with  positive  Christian 
influences  and  to  keep  before  him  distinctively  Christian 
ideals.  To  this  end  the  professors  and  teachers  are  all 
Christian  men.  The  University,  however,  is  not  sectar- 
ian. The  professors  are  not  necessarily  Baptists,  and 
students  of  all  denominations  enjoy  equal  privileges. 
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Location. 


Wolfville  is  a  beautiful  town  in  the  heart  of  the 
country  made  famous  by  Longfellow's  "  Evangeline.  " 
It  is  situated  on  the  upward  slope  of  the  southern  shore 
of  the  Basin  of  Minas.  The  University  buildings  are 
well  up  the  slope  and,  looking  northward,  command 
a  fine  view  of  the  Cornwallis  Valley,  the  Basin  of  Minas, 
the  meadows  of  Grand  Pre,  the  North  Mountain  termi- 
nating in  Cape  Blomidon,  and  the  distant  shores  of 
Cumberland  County.  It  may  be  said  indeed  that  the 
surroundings  of  the  University  are  of  unsurpassed 
beauty  and  breadth  ;  and  all  that  the  kind  face  of  nature 
may  inspire  in  a  man  is  here. 
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Buildings. 

The  College  buildings  are  four  in  number  : 

i.     College  Hall. 

This  building  contains  lecture-rooms,  laboratories, 
library,  museum,  chapel,  assembly  hall,  and  president's 
office.  Externally,  it  is  a  building  of  excellent  propor- 
tions and  chaste  appearance  ;  internally,  it  is  commodi- 
ous and  comfortable  in  a  high  degree.  It  is  heated  by 
a  hot-water  system,  the  museum  and  library  contain 
large  and  valuable  collections,  the  laboratories  are  well 
equipped,  the  Assembly  Hall  is  a  large  handsome  room, 
and  all  the  lecture  rooms  are  seated  with  chairs  of 
modern  design,  with  writing-desk  attached. 

2.     The  E.   W.   Young  Manual  Training  Hall. 

This  building  contains  three  departments  : 

i.  Wood  -  working  department,  furnished  with 
eighteen  work-benches,  vises,  full  sets  of  carpenter's 
tools,  turning-lathes,  jig,  scroll,  and  circular  saws,  dowel 
machine,  etc.,  etc.  The  machinery  is  driven  by  a  water 
motor. 

2.  Iron-working  department,  furnished  with  seven 
forges  and  anvils,  also  vises  and  tools  for  work  in  forg- 
ing, welding,  filing,  etc. 

3.  Drawing  department,  provided  with  all  neces- 
sary facilities. 

3.     Chipman   Hall — The  University   Residence. 

This  is  a  thoroughly  comfortable  boarding  house, 
under  the  direction  of  the  University  authorities,  capable 
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of  accommodating  about  sixty  male  students.  It  is 
furnished  with  a  hot  water  heating  system,  with  electric 
lighting  throughout,  and  with  all  modern  conveniences. 
The  rest  of  the  male  students  find  homes  in  approved 
boarding-houses  in  the  town.  Young  ladies  attending 
the  University  find  accommodation  in  town  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

4.     The  Gymnasium. 

This  is  a  spacious  and  well  appointed  building  un- 
der the  control  of  a  duly  appointed  instructor  of 
gymnastics. 


Matriculation  Requirements. 


The  regular  examinations  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  class  will  take  place  on  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
Oct.  1st  and  2nd,  1906  beginning  at  9  a.  m.  Monday. 

B.   A.   COURSE. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  this  course  are  required 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following 
subjects  :

(b)  French. — Grammar  as  in  Otto's  French  Gram- 
mar. A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  conjugations  is  especially 
insisted  on.  Translation,  La  Belle  Nivernaise  (Daudet)  or  an 
equivalent. 

III.— Mathematics. — Arithmetic  as  in  Hamblin  Smith, 
or  the  equivalent ;  Algebra  as  in  Hall  and  Knight's  Element- 
ary Algebra,  omitting  Chapter  XLI,  or  the  equivalent ; 
Geometry  as  in  Hall  and  Steven's  Euclid,  Books  I-IV  includ- 
ing the  easier  exercises,  the  principal  definitions  and  algebraic 
proofs  of  Book  V,  and  the  first  nineteen  propositions  of  Book 
VI.,  or  the  equivalent. 

IV.  English. — (a)  Composition.  The  applicant  will  be 
required  to  write  in  the  presence  of  the  examiner  brief  essays 
on  themes  assigned  at  the  time.  These  essays  will  test  his 
familiarity  with  spelling,  punctuation,  paragraphing  and  the 
fundamental  principles  of  English  grammar  and  composition. 

(b)  Study  of  Books — An  examination  which  pre- 
supposes the  thorough  study  of  each  of  the  following  works. 
The  examination  will  be  upon  subject  matter,  form,  and 
structure,  and  will  also  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  express 
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his  knowledge  with  clearness  and  accuracy.  For  1906 
Shakespere's  Julius  Caesar;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley 
Papers  ;  Scott's  Kenilwoi'th  ;  Lowell's  Vison  of  Sir  Launfal. 
For  1907  Shakspere's  Julius  Caesar;  The  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley 
Papers ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe ;  Coleridge's  The  Rime  of  the 
Ancient  Mariner. 

V.  History  and  Geography.— Canadian  and  British 
History  ;  Myers'  History  of  Greece;  Myers'  History  of  Rome; 
Geography  of  Greece,  Italy  and  Asia  Minor ;  Modern 
Geography. 

VI.— Physiology  (Martin.) 


B.    SC.    COURSE    AND     ABBREVIATED     SCIENCE 
COURSE. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  either  of  these  courses 
are  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
same  subjects  as  those  prescribed  for  matriculation  into 
the  B.  A.  Course,  with  the  exception  that  candidates  for 
the  Science  courses  may  offer  any  two  of  the  four 
languages  : — Latin,  Greek,  French,  German. 

When  German  is  offered  the  requirements  are  as 
below  :

ENTRANCE  BY  CERTIFICATE  OR  DIPLOMA. 

Graduates  of  Horton  Collegiate  Academy,  and  of 
approved  High  Schools,  upon  presentation  of  certificates 
that  they  have  completed  the  studies  prescribed  for 
matriculation  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
thereon,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Freshman  Class  with- 
out examination. 
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The  holder  of  a  certificate  or  license  required  of 
teachers  of  the  Grade  B  Class  in  Nova  Scotia,  or  Class 
I,  in  New  Brunswick,  will  be  exempted  from  examin- 
ation in  History,  Geography,  Mathematics,  and  English. 

The  holder  of  a  New  Brunswick  teacher's  license  of 
the  Superior  School  Class,  or  of  a  Nova  Scotia  Grade 
A  certificate,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  year 
by  passing  satisfactory  examinations  on  the  subjects  of 
the  Freshman  year  not  included  in  the  requirements  for 
said  license. 

The  holder  of  a  Nova  Scotia  Grade  A  license  or  of 
a  New  Brunswick  license  of  the  Grammar  School  Class, 
may  be  excused  from  all  work  of  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years,  that  is  covered  by  the  license 
presented. 

The  holder  of  an  Ordinary  Diploma  from  Prince  of 
Wales  College  may  be  admitted  to  the  Freshman  year 
without  examination. 

The  holder  of  a  First  Class  Diploma  from  Prince  of 
Wales  College  may  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  year 
by  passing  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  Rhetoric 
of  the  Freshman  year. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  full  course,  or 
to  take  special  studies,  should  report  themselves  to  the 
President  for  registration  on  the  day  before  the  opening 
of  the  College.  A  fee  of  two  dollars  is  charged  for  reg- 
istration. 

An  applicant  for  admission  must  be  at  least  sixteen 
years  of  age,  and  must  be  of  good  moral  character. 


Courses   of   Instruction. 


COURSE    OF  STUDY  FOR  THE   DEGREE  OF 
BACHELOR  OF  ARTS. 


The  Subjects  of  this  Course  form  a  system  of  pre- 
scribed and  elective  study.  The  subjects  of  the  first 
two  years  have  been  selected  mainly  for  their  disciplin- 
ary value  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  choice  between 
Greek  and  French,  are  strictly  prescribed.  In  the  last 
two  years  the  element  of  personal  choice  is  more  freely 
introduced,  the  prescribed  studies  occupying  in  the 
Junior  year  seven  of  the  sixteen  hours  of  instruction 
each  week,  and  in  the  Senior  year  four  of  the  thirteen 
hours.

ABBREVIATED  SCIENCE  COURSE. 


The  Senate  and  Board  have  recognized  that,  while 
students  should  be  held  whenever  possible  to  a  course  of 
liberal  education,  as  fitting  them  best  for  life  in  general, 
and  for  the  attainment  of  the  highest  efficiency  in  their 
special  callings,  there  will  occasionally  be  men  who  are 
not  in  a  position  to  take  four  years  of  general  collegi- 
ate study  before  entering  upon  their  advanced  technical 
studies.  For  such  men  an  Abbreviated  Science  Course 
has  been  established,  covering  two  or  three  years,  dur- 
ing which  time  their  attention  will  be  confined  chiefly 
to  the

of  the  B.  Sc.  course,   some  differentiation  being  made 
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by  the  Faculty  in  respect  to  the  subjects  required, 
according  to  the  particular  department  of  Applied 
Science  towards  which  the  student  is  looking. 

The  student  who  takes  this  course  will  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  secure  admission  to  the  third  year  of  any  of  the 
courses  in  Applied  Science  in  the  best  technical  institu- 
tions.* The  advantages  to  young  men  in  taking  the 
earlier  years  of  their  course  at  an  institution  like  Acadia 
University  are,  that  the  conditions  of  life  and  the 
methods  of  instruction  will  be  found  better  suited  to 
their  needs  than  those  at  the  great  technical  schools, 
and  that  the  yearly  expenses  will  be  less  by  more  than 
one-half.  (See  "  Affiliation  with  McGill  University,  p  29). 


SPECIAL  COURSES. 


The  studies  of  the  college  are  arranged  with  refer- 
ence to  the  wants  of  students  who  intend  to  take  one 
of  the  three  courses  already  outlined.  Provision,  how- 
ever, is  made  for  those  who  wish  to  study  for  a  limited 
time  in  any.  department,  who,  after  examination,  are 
found  prepared  to  work  with  the  regular  classes.  The 
studies  selected  by  special  students  must  in  respect  to 
number  and  character  be  approved  by  the  Facultv. 
Special  students  on  leaving  the  University,  shall  be 
entitled  to  certificates  of  proficiency  according  to  their 
attainments. 


*  Notk  :  No  student  who  enters  with  more  than  one  matriculation  condition 
will  be  allowed  to  complete  this  course  in  two  years.  No  student  taking  this  course 
;n  two  years,  whose  standing  falls  below  second  class  in  more  than  one  subject  will 
be  recommended    to  third  year  standing  in  the  best  Technical  Institutions. 
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HONOR  COURSES. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  class  instruction,  Honor 
Courses  have  been  arranged  for  the  advantage  of  stu- 
dents who  may  be  able  to  do  more  than  the  ordinary 
work  of  their  classes.  These  are  open  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Junior  year  to  those  undergraduates  who  have 
made  during  the  first  two  years  an  average  of  not  less 
than  eighty  per  cent  of  the  available  marks.  The 
course  selected  must  be  continuous  as  to  the  subject 
during  the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  On  the  successful 
completion  of  the  Honor  Course  the  student  Will  be 
graduated  with  honors  in  the  department  chosen,  pro- 
vided he  has  made  an  average  of  not  less  than  eighty 
per  cent,  on  the  regular  studies  of  the  last  two  years. 

Any  student  failing  to  complete  the  work  required 
for  graduation  with  Honors  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  Professor  of  the  department  a  certificate  for 
the  part  of  the  course  successfully  accomplished,  pro- 
vided he  shall  have  continued  the  study  during  at  least 
one  year. 


Affiliation  with  Oxford  and  McGill 
Universities. 


1.  Under  the  Statutes  of  the  University  of  Oxford 
respecting  Indian  and  Colonial  Universities,  Acadia 
University  has  been  admitted  to  Affiliation,  with  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  thereto. 

2.  Relations  of  Affiliation  have  been  established 
with  McGill  University  whereby  there  has  been  secured 
to  students  who  have  completed  either  of  the  foregoing 
Courses  in  Science  admission  to  the  third  year  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  at  McGill. 

The  following  is  the  official  statement  from  the 
Registrar  of  McGill  University  : — 

"  At  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  McGill  University, 
held  on  the  26th  of  April,  1904,  it  was  agreed,  on  recommen-

Rhetoric,  such  as  are  applicable  to  the  compo- 
sition as  a  whole,  and  to  practical  work  consisting 
in  weekly  themes  written  upon  subjects  drawn 
from  experience  and  observation.  Informal  lec- 
tures are  also  given  and  discussions  held  upon  the 
descriptive  and  narrative  art,  with  a  detailed 
study  of  models.  Required  of  Freshmen,  first 
term. 

(b)  This  course  includes  :  a  study  of  the  more  fundament- 

al features  of  prose  style,  such  as  correctness, 
clearness  and  effectiveness  of  the  sentence  ;  and 
'  good  use '  in  choice  of  words  and  phrases  ;  lec- 
tures upon  exposition  as  a  literary  form,  with  a 
study  of  models  :  and  three  expository  composi- 
tions, preceded  by  '  briefs. '  Required  of  Fresh- 
men, second  term. 

(e)  Note  Books, — in  which  are  recorded  in  the  student's 
best  style,  thoughts  and  impressions  suggested  by 
reading  prescribed  as  a  part  of  the  course  in  the 
history  of  English  literature —  are  due  every  four 
weeks.  Required  of  Sophomores,  first  and  second 
terms. 

ill)  Orations.-  Seniors  are  required  to  deliver  one  ora- 
tion during  the  first  term.

(e)  Thesis. — An  essay  involving  simple  investigation  is 
required  of  all  candidates  for  a  degree.  The 
subject  of  investigation  must  be  connected  with  a 
course  of  study  pursued  during  the  Senior  year. 
The  professors  offering  courses  to  seniors  direct 
this  work  and  accept  or  reject  the  Thesis.  Stu- 
dents, therefore,  shoidd  consult  them  for  details 
early  in  the  year.  The  general  subject  of  the 
Thesis  should  be  registered  at  the  college  office  by 
the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  Thesis  will 
be  due  the  third  Monday  in  April. 

2. — The  History  of  English  Literature. — This  course  in- 
cludes a  general  outline  and  the  important  facts 
of  the  history  of  English  literature  ;  and  also 
serves  as  a  general  introduction  to  all  the  courses 
in  literature.  Lectures,  recitations  and  a  large 
amount  of  reading  in  prose  and  in  poetry.

3. — Shakspere.— This  course  is  intended  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  development  of  Shakspere's 
mind  and  art.  All  of  his  poems  and  plays  are 
read  in  chronological  order  ;  and  three  or  four 
plays  read  critically  and  in  detail. 
Given  in  1906-7  and  in  alternate  years.  Elective 
for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  first  and  second  terms. 

4.— Old  English  (Anglo-Saxon)  Prose  and  Poetry.  This 
course  is  designed  to  inti-oduce  the  student  to  the 
historical  study  of  the- language  and  to  the  begin- 
nings of  our  literature.  The  course  includes  the 
period  from  700-1200.  Given  in  1907-8  and  in  alter- 
nate years.  Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors, 
first  term.

ENGLISH  BIBLE.

Along  with  the  Bible,  use  is  made  of  MacLean's

a  week  for  half  the  year.

3.  The  Juniors  pursue  the  stud}7  of  Christ's  Life,  as  presented 

in  the  Four  Gospels,  and  in  addition  to  the 
Lectures  of  the  Professor,  follow  Burton  and 
Mathews'  "Constructive  Studies  in  the  Life  of 
Christ."  In  connection  with  this  course,  Stevens 
and  Burton's  "  Harmony  of  the  Gospels"  is  recom- 
mended.    Tin)  hours  a  week  for  half  the  year. 
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4.  The  Seniors  are  led  through  a  study  of  the  Founding  of 
the  Christian  Church  ;  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles 
and  the  Epistles  of  the  New  Testament,  furnishing 
the  basis  of  the  study.  Along  with  the  Bible, 
there  will  be  used  :  the  Professor's  own  printed 
syllabus,  the  volume  on  the  Acts  in  the  Cambridge 
Bible  series,  and  Stalker's  Life  of  Paul. 

CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES. 

1.  In  this  course  historical  facts  are  presented  to  furnish  an 
argument  for  the  authenticity  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Among  the  topics  treated  are  :  The  Argu- 
ments for  the  Being  of  God  ;  the  principal  Anti- 
Theistic  Theories  ;  the  Adaptedness  of  Christian- 
ity to  the  necessities  of  Human  Nature  ;  a  Com- 
parison of  Christianity  with  other  Religions  ;  the 
Congruity  of  the  Natural  and  Physical  Sciences 
with  the  Christian  Faith. 


VIII.     HEBREW. 


The  course  in  Hebrew  includes  Elements  of  Hebrew 
Grammar,  with  exercises  in  translation  from  Hebrew  into 
English  and  from  English  into  Hebrew.  The  aim  is  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  the  grammatical  principles  of  the  language, 
and  to  secure  as  far  as  possible,  a  good  working  vocabulary. 
After  going  minutely  through  the  first  eight  chapters  of 
Genesis,  the  Book  of  Ruth  is  read,  and  either  selections  from 
the  Prophets  or  portions  of  the  Book  of  Judges.  To  those 
who  look  forward  to  a  regular  Theological  training,  or  wbo 
desire  a  foundation  for  private  study  of  the  Old  Testament 
Scriptures,  this  course  is  invaluable. 

Harper's  text-books  are  used,  viz  :  "Elements  of  Hebrew'' 
and  "  Hebrew  Method  and  Manual,"  Copies  of  the  Hebrew 
Bible  are  furnished  without  additional  expense  to  tbe  students.

Mechanics.—  Measurements  of  length  ;  micrometer  and  ver- 
nier calipers  ;  spherometer;  comparator;  Measure- 
ments of  area,  volume,  mass,  density,  etc.;  the 
balance  ;  planimeter  ;  mechanical  integrator  ; 
Atwood's  machine  ;  modulus  of  torsion  ;  moment 
of  inerta  ;  simple  pendulum  ;  reversible  pendulum  ; 
hydrometer;  barometer. 

So u nd.— Velocity  of  Sound  ;  rates  of  vibration  of  tuning 
forks  ;  resonance  ;  laws  of  vibration  of  strings  ; 
vibration  in  organ  pipes. 
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L'ujld. — The  laws  of  photometers  and  mirrors  ;  refraction  ; 
focal  lengths  and  magnifying  powers  of  lenses, 
telescopes  and  microscopes  ;  the  sextant ;  spectro- 
scope and  spectrometer  :  polariscope.  One  lecture 
a  nd  Ji  re  hours  of  laboratory  work  a  week.

— A  complete  course  of  measurements  of 
current  strength,  resistance,  and  electromotive 
force ;  calibration  of  galvanometers  ;  the  electro- 
meter; comparison  of  condensers  ;  electromagnetic 
induction.  One  lecture  and  five  hours  of  laboratory 
work  a  week.

motion  of  projectiles  ;  collision  of  elastic  bodies  ; 
simple    harmonic    motions  ;    central    orbits.       A 
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knowledge  of  Analytic  Geometry  and  Differential 
and  Integral  Calculus  is  a  prerequisite  to  this 
course.

Senior  year,  three   hours  a  week. 

5.  Kinematics  of  Machines. — Definitions  ;  mechanisms  and 
machines  ;  kinematic  pairing  ;  velocity  and  accel- 
eration in  mechanisms  ;  centrodes  ;  restraint  in 
mechanisms  ;  analysis  of  the  quadric  crank  chain, 
the  slider-crank  chain,  and  the  double-slider  crank 
chain;  higher  pairing  in  mechanisms;  cams; 
ratchet  and  click  trains  ;  chamber-crank  and 
chamber-wheel  trains  ;  mechanisms  involving 
non-rigid  links  ;  screw  motion  aud  spheric  motion 
in  mechanisms.  The  course  covers  the  ordinary 
requirements  in  this  subject  in  Schools  of  Applied 
Science.

Senior  year,  two  hours  a  week. 

Honor  Course.— 1.  Wave  Motion,  Sound,  Light.— An  ad- 
vanced course  for  Candidates  for  Honors  in  Physics. 
Extended  references  for  private  reading  are  made, 
the  class  meeting  occasionally  to  review  and 
discuss  some  of  the  more  difficult  topics.  In  Light 
the  ground  covered  is  nearly  that  of  Preston's 
Theory  of  Light.  A  knowledge  of  Differential  and 
Integral  Calculus  is  necessary. 

2.  Heat,  Electricity  and  Magnetism.  An  advanced 
course  in  continuation  of  Course  3.  Designed 
for  Candidates  for  Honors  in  Physics.  Refer- 
ences for  private  reading,  with  reviews  and 
discussions.

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XII CHEMISTRY  AND  GEOLOGY. 


CHEMISTRY. 

1.  General  Chemistry. — The  work  of  this  course  continues 

throughout  the  year  and  deals  mainly  with  inor- 
ganic chemistry.  The  suhject  matter  is  present- 
ed in  the  usual  order,  hut  the  facts,  laws,  theo- 
ries, and  industrial  applications,  receive  special 
emphasis. 

Lecture-tahle  demonstration  is  supplemented 
by  a  systematic  and  thorough  course  in  laboratory 
practice,  running  parallel  with  the  text  book  and 
giving  practice  in  manipulation  and  observation 
of  phenomena.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to 
laboratory  notes,  and  the  records  of  observations 
and  deductions  are  subjected  to  a  critical  scrutiny 
while  the  student  is  at  work. 

This  course  furnishes  adequate  preparation 
for  teaching  the  chemistry  of  our  high  schools 
and  county  academies,  and  meets  the  require- 
ments in  chemistry  of  the  courses  in  Civil  and 
Mechanical  Engineering  and  Transportation  at 
McGill  University. 

Laboratory  practice,  B.  A.  Course,  two  hours  ; 
B.  Sc.  Course,  four  hours. 

Text  Book':    Newell's  Descriptive  Chemistry  (D.  C.  Heath 
&  Co.,  1008).  Sophomore  year. 

2.  Quantitative  Analysis.— Chiefly  laboratory  work  and 

prescribed  reading,  with  a  weekly  period  devoted 
to  lectures,  recitations,  and  discussions  of  results 
of  analyses. 

A  brief  study  of  the  detection  reactions  of 
the  common  base-forming  elements  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  their  systematic  separation  from  mixed 
compounds.  The  common  acids  will  then  be  taken 
up  in  a  similar  way,  and  finally  the  degree  of 
skill  attained  will  be  tested  by  the  complete 
analysis  of  unknown  substances,  both  single  com- 
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pounds  and  mixtures.  The  course  of  study  will 
be  selected  from  Prescott  and  Johnson's  Qualita- 
tive Analysis.  Standard  works  of  reference,  as 
Roscoe  and  Schorlemmer,  Fresenius  and  others, 
are  kept  in  the  laboratory  for  general  use. 

This  course  furnishes  more  advanced  training 
in  the  subject,  and  taken  with  the  preceding 
course  in  general  chemistry  meets  the  i-equire- 
ments  in  inorganic  chemistry  of  students  who 
take  the  medical  course  at  McGill,  and  qualifies 
in  chemistry  for  admission  to  the  third  year 
in  the  Electrical  and  Mining  Engineering,  and 
Metallurgy  Courses  at  that  University. 

Laboratory,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  after- 
noons. Junior  year. 

Quantitative  Analysis.— For  B.  Sc.  Students— The 
course  will  include  both  gravimetric  and  volumet- 
ric analysis,  and  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
students  who  propose  to  specialize  in  some  depart- 
ment of  chemical  science.  It  is  not,  at  present, 
an  elective  in  the  Arts  course. 

Senior  year. 

GEOLOGY. 

-Mineralogy.— Crystallography,  including  the  study  of 
crystal  models  and  natural  crystals,  their  classifi- 
cation, measurement  of  angles,  and  application 
in  mineral  determination,  is  first  taken  up.  Two 
periods  a  week  are  devoted  to  lectures  and  recita- 
tions, and  a  third  period  of  two  hours  is  spent  in 
the  study  of  the  teaching  collections. 

The  remainder,  and  major  part,  of  the  course  is  chiefly 
laboratory  work.  A  brief  study  of  the  more 
important  operations  in  blowpipe  analysis,  and  a 
a  few  characteristic  reactions,  is  followed  by  a 
laboratory  study  of  nearly  all  the  common  or 
useful  minerals.  The  appropriate  blowpipe  or 
other  chemical  or  physical  tests  are  applied  and 
the  characteristic  properties  of  each  mineral 
brought  out.  Finally,  unknown  minerals  are 
given  for  determination. 
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If  found  convenient,  field  excursions  will  be  taken  during 
the  autumn  and  spring  to  adjacent  localities  for 
collection  of  minerals  and  study  of  their  modes  of 
occurrence.  Taken  as  an  ''extra  "  this  course  will 
he  accepted  as  the  first  year  of  Honors  in  Geology. 

Text  Book:  Moses  and  Parson's  "Mineralogy,  Crystallo- 
graphy and  Blowpipe  Analysis.  "  (D.  Van  Nost- 
rand  Co.,  1904).  Junior  year. 

2.  Petrology.— The  first  half  year  is  devoted  to  the  study 

of  rocks,  without  the  microscope.  A  brief  treat- 
ment of  the  rock-forming  minerals  and  the  princi- 
ples of  classification  of  rocks  serves  as  an  intro- 
duction to  the  detailed  study  of  the  important 
rock  types. 

The  second  half  year  is  given  to  introductory 
optics  and  optical  mineralogy,  the  construction 
and  use  of  the  petrographical  microscope,  and  the 
microscopic  and  optical  characters  of  the  impor- 
tant rock-forming  minerals. 

This  is  chiefly  a  laboratory  course,  and  the 
material  in  the  collections  is  sufficient  to  fully 
illustrate  both  text  books  used.  This  subject  is 
not,  at  present,  an  elective  in  the  Arts  course,  but 
it  may  be  taken  by  Arts  students  for  second  year 
Honors  in  Geology.  It  is  recommended  to  stu- 
dents who  intend  to  specialize  in  Mining  Engineer- 
ing or  in  any  department  of  Geology.  One  after- 
noon a  week.

3.  General  Geology. — This  course  consists  of  lectures,  pre- 

scribed reading,  and  recitations.  The  time  will 
be  devoted  to  the  following  topics  :  First  Term — 
The  composition,  structure,  and  origin  of  rock 
masses.  Second  term. — Chronological  order  of  the 
stratified  rocks  and  history  of  life  upon  the  earth  ; 
the  earth  as  a  member  of  the  universe.  Attention 
will  be  paid  to  local  geological  features,  and  some 
time  given  to  the  Geology  of  Canada. 
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Additional  work  is  offered  as  follows  :  Weekly 
field  excursions  dining  the  autumn  and  spring  to 
points  within  easy  reach  of  Wolfville,  with  written 
reports  on  each  excursion.  During  the  winter 
months  subjects  for  investigation  will  be  assigned 
to  students  who  are  qualified  for  laboratory  work. 

Senior,  second  term. 


XIII.  SHOPWORK  AND  DRAWING. 


SHOPWORK. 

1.  Wood-work, — This  course  consists  of  a  series  of  practical 

exercises,  including  the  making  of  the  principal 
joints  used  in  construction  work,  also  chamfering, 
scarfing,  and  dove-tailing.  Students  are  instruct- 
ed in  the  adjustment,  sharpening  and  use  of  wood- 
working tools.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  wood- 
turning,  and  the  use  and  care  of  wood-turning 
tools.  Freshman  year,  six  hours  a  tveek. 

2.  Iron-work. — In   this  course  instruction  is  given   in  the 

making  and  care  of  fires,  in  heating,  drawing, 
bending,  twisting,  upsetting,  upsetting  for  square 
corners,  holt  and  nut  making,  welding,  including 
special  instruction  in  scarfing  for  the  various 
welds.  In  steel,  the  work  includes  forging,  hard- 
ening, and  the  tempering  of  tools  and  springs. 
Sophomore  year,  six  hours  a  week. 

DRAWING. 

1.  Drawing  and  Lettering.— The  work  in  this  course 
includes  object  drawing,  sketches  of  mechanical 
subjects,  either  in  perspective  or  plan  and  eleva- 
tion drawings.  Lettering  and  the  applications  of 
lettering,  such  as  the  construction  of  titles. 
Freshman  year,  six  hours  it  iceck. 

2. — Mechanical   Drawing. — Instruction    is    given    in     this 
course   in   the  use   of  drawing  instruments,    the

drawing  of  geometrical  figures,  mechanical  draw- 
ing from  objects,  and  the  lettering  of  drawings. 
Tracing  and  blue  printing  will  also  be  included  in 
this  course.     Sophomore  year,  three  hours  a  week. 

Descriptive  Geometry. — This  course  deals  with  the 
projection  of  points,  lines,  and  solids  on  two 
planes  ;  with  penetrations,  developments  and 
sections  of  solids.  Junior  year,  four  hours  a 
week. 


Regulations  Respecting  Undergraduate 
Work. 


1.  Students  are  graded  according  to  the  value  assigned 
to  their  work  in  daily  exercises  and  in  examinations  at  the 
close  of  the  term.  The  term  standing  is  determined  by  the 
average  of  the  daily  and  the  examination  marks,  according  to 
the  following  scale  : 

Failed 0  to     45  per  cent. 

Passed . ..45  to    65        " 

Second  Class 65  to     80 

First  Class 80  to  100 

2.  The  examinations  are  conducted,  as  a  rule,  by  written 
papers,  but  oral  examinations  may  be  introduced  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty.  In  addition  to  the  regular  exam- 
inations the  Faculty  may  require  further  examinations  of  any 
class  or  members  of  a  class  upon  any  subject  included  in  the 
course  of  study. 

3.  If  a  student  fails  to  make  45  per  cent  in  the  daily 
work  of  the  first  term  in  any  subject  not  completed  at  the 
mid-year,  he  is  permitted  to  write  the  examination  ;  but  if  at 
the  close  of  the  second  term  the  daily  record  for  the  year  does 
not  average  45  per  cent,  the  student  is  regarded  as  not  quali- 
fied for  the  final  examination  and  the  entire  year's  work  must 
be  taken  again  in  order  to  make  standing  in  the  subject.  If 
the  subject  taken  is  completed  the  first  term,  the  student 
must  make  45  per  cent  in  the  daily  work  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  examination.  Absence  from  class  exercises  lowers 
the  student's  standing. 

4.  Failure  to  make  45  per  cent  in  the  examination  in  any 
subject  necessitates  making  standing  in  the  corresponding 
examination  in  that  subject  in  the  ensuing  year,  the  student 
receiving  full  value  for  the  examination  paper  in  such  con- 
ditioned subject. 

5.  A  notice   of  the  student's  intention   to  take  examin- 

l.-;0) 
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ation  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed,  must  be  filed  at 
the  office  not  later  than  January  11th  for  the  Mid-Year  Exam- 
inations, and  April  20th  for  the  Final  Examinations. 

6.  To  ensure  recognition  in  the  Calendar  as  a  regular 
student,  entrance  conditions,  and  conditions  arising  from 
failure  to  make  standing  in  the  regular  work  of  the  college 
course  must  he  removed  before  Anniversary  day  of  the  year 
following  that  in  which  such  condition  was  incurred. 

7.  Special  examinations  may  be  granted  by  the  Faculty 
in  individual  cases  not  covered  by  the  {foregoing  rules  and 
regulations. 


Resident  Graduates. 


1.  Graduates  of  the  University  who  desire  to  continue  in 
residence  are  allowed  to  take  work  in  such  departments  as 
they  may  select,  and  to  enjoy  the  general  privileges  of  the 
University,  subject  to  the  rules  for  undergraduates. 

2.  The  fees  for  tuition  and  the  use  of  library  are  the 
same  as  in  the  case  of  special  students. 

3.  Undergraduate  work  taken  up  by  resident  graduates 
may  be  accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  part  of  the  work 
required  for  the  degree  of  M.  A. 


Regulations  for  the  Degree  of  M.  A. 


I.  Bachelors  of  Arts  in  order  to  be  admitted  to  a  course 
of  study  for  the  second  degree  must  make  formal  application 
to  the  Faculty,  and,  upon  being  admitted  as  students  in  such 
course,  will  be  required  to  pay  one-half  the  prescribed  fee,  the 
balance  to  be  paid  before  the  degree  is  conferred. 

II.  Candidates  who  have  made  an  average  of  first  class 
on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the  B.A.  Course,  may 
be  admitted  to  an  M.A.  Course  at  any  time  subsequent  to 
graduation. 

III.  Candidates  who  have  made  an  average  standing  of 
second  class  only  on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the 
B.A.  Course  may  be  admitted  to  an  M.A.  Course  after  the 
expiration  of  one  year  after  the  date  of  graduation. 

IV.  Candidates  who  have  made  a  lower  average  than 
second  class  on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the  B.  A. 
Course  may  be  admitted  to  an  M.A.  Course  after  the  expir- 
ation of  three  years  from  the  date  of  graduation. 

V.  The  M.A.  degree  will  be  given  only  after  the  candi- 
date has  satisfactorily  passed  examinations  on  a  course  of 
study  which  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for  a  full  year's  work. 

VI.  In  addition  to  examinations  upon  the  work  of  the 
Course,  there  will  be  required  a  thesis  on  some  assigned  sub- 
ject and  a  critique  or  review  of  some  author  included  in  the 
Course  selected. 

VII.  The  Thesis  and  Critique  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Faculty  not  later  than  the  first  of  April,  and  the  examin- 
ations must  be  completed  not  later  than  the  first  of  May  of 
the  year  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  conferred. 

A  full  course  is  required  for  this  degree  ;  but  the 
candidate  is  at  liberty  to  select  any  two  closely  related 
half-courses.

Biblical   and   Theological    Instruction  on 
the  Q.  P.  Payzant  Foundation. 


General  Statement. 

In  the  year  1896  there  was  left  to  Acadia  College, 
by  the  late  Mr.  Godfrey  P.  Payzant,  of  Windsor,  N.  S., 
a  bequest  of  $100,000  for  the  support  of  theological 
work,  the  income  from  this  sum  to  be  applied  "one-half 
thereof  to  the  support  of  theological  chairs,  and  the 
other  half  in  assisting  worth}-  young  men  of  the 
Baptist  denomination  who  are  studying  for  the  minis- 
try, and  who  otherwise  could  not  afford  the  means 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their  studies."  A 
portion  of  the  bequest  is  non-transferable  to  the  Board 
during  the  life-time  of  one  of  the  devisees. 

Two  professors  have  been  appointed  on  this  foun- 
dation, who  have  been  designated  respectfully  :  G.  P. 
Payzant  Professor  of  Apologetics,  Homiletics  and  Pas- 
toral Theology;  and  G.  P.  Payzant  Professor  of  Hebrew 
Language  and  Biblical  Literature. 

Scheme  of  Work. 

The  scheme  of  work  adopted  by  the  Board  for  the 
two  Payzant  professors  does  not  offer  a  full,  balanced 
theological  course.  It  is  simply  a  group  of  Biblical  and 
Theological  studies,  organized  so  as  to  afford  help  to 
men  who  have  not  enjoyed,  and  cannot  procure,  the 
advantages  of  a  full  theological  course,  and  so  as  to 
relate  itself  helpfully  in  one  way  or  another,  to  all 
students  of  the  College. 

By  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  following  classes 
have  been  organized  and  set  in  operation  : 
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1.  Four  classes  in  English  Bible,  each  class  meeting  two 
hours  a  week  for  one  term  of  the  year,  and  providing  a  con- 
secutive survey  of  the  historical  and  topical  contents  of  the 
whole  Bible. 

These  classes  will  be  open  to  such  students  as  may 
come  especially  for  theology  ;  they  will  be  utilized  also 
for  meeting  the  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior 
requirements  as  to  Bible  study  in  the  Arts  curriculum. 

2.  A  class  in  Apologetics,  two  hours  a  week  for  one 
term,  open  to  special  students  desiring  theology,  and  to  be 
utilized  for  meeting  the  senior  requirements  as  to  Christian 
Evidences  in  the  Arts  curriculum. 

3.  A  class  in  the  Hebrew  Language,  four  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  open  to  special  students  desiring  the- 
ology, and  open  to  senior  students  in  the  Arts  course  as  an 
elective  on  the  regular  course.  By  this  means  a  senior  will 
be  qualified,  on  entering  a  theological  seminary,  to  enter  at 
once  the  advanced  class  in  Hebrew. 

4.  A  class  in  Homiletics,  once  a  week,  throughout  the 
year,  open  to  special  students  desiring  theology,  and  compul- 
sory in  the  case  of  ministerial  students  of  the  Freshman  class 
in  Arts  who  are  applicants  for  aid  from  the  Payzant  Benefi- 
ciary Fund. 

5.  An  advanced  class  in  Homiletics,  once  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  open  to  special  students  desirine:  the- 
ology, and  compulsory  in  the  case  of  ministerial  students  of 
the  Sophomore  class  in  Arts  who  are  applicants  for  Payzant 
aid. 

6.  A  class  in  Christian  Doctrine,  once  a  week  through- 
out the  year,  open  to  special  students  desiring  theology,  and 
compulsory  in  the  case  of  ministerial  students  of  the  Junior 
class  in  Arts  who  are  applicants  for  Payzant  aid. 

7.  A  class  in  Pastoral  Theology  and  Church  Polity,  once 
a  week  throughout  the  year,  open  to  special  students  desiring 
theology,  and  compulsory  in  the  case  of  ministerial  students 
of  the  Senior  class  who  desire  Payzant  aid. 

8.  Additional  special  classes  each  year,  for  the  special 
students  desiring  theology ;  the  subjects  to  be  chosen  yearly 
from  the  following  list,  as  may  be  deemed  most  advantageous 
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to  the  particular  students  in  attendance  :  English  Exegesis, 
New  Testament  Greek,  Church  History,  Practical  Ethics. 

Payzant  Aid  Fund. 

This  fund  is  available  for  students  desciubed  in  General 
Statement  above,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  may  adopt  from  time  to  time.  The  terms  of  tbe 
bequest  make  it  necessary  that  all  students  receiving  aid  shall 
be  engaged  in  some  work  under  a  theological  professor.  The 
fund  is  administered  through  a.  committee  of  the  Board 
known  as  the  Ministerial  Committee,  and  as  far  as  practicable 
grants  are  made,  not  as  gifts,  but  as  payment  for  services 
rendered  on  Mission  fields  in  co-operation  with  the  Home 
Mission  Boards. 

Fees. 

• 

1.  No  tuition  fee  will  be  charged  ministerial  students  for 
work  offered  in  the  Payzant  classes. 

2.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  the  Payzant  bequest 
makes  provision  neither  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  theo- 
logical work,  nor  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  theological 
library,  and  further,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  no 
other  funds  available  for  these  purposes,  the  Board  will,  for  a 
time  at  least,  be  obliged  to  impose  upon  ministerial  students 
who  are  taking  work  upon  the  Payzant  foundation  and 
receiving  aid  from  the  Payzant  Beneficiary  Fund,  a  special 
yearly  fee  of  $8.00. 

3.  Special  students  in  theology,  who  are  also  taking 
selected  studies  in  the  Arts  department,  will  be  required  to 
pay  fees  for  the  later  studies  pro  rata,  according  to  the  scale 
of  fees  prescribed  for  Arts  work  ;  also  to  pay  the  incidental  fee 
for  campus  and  gymnasium. 

Explanatory  Notes. 

1.  In  view  of  a  slight  advantage  to  the  Arts  department, 
by  the  non-ministerial  students  of  the  Arts  course  taking  their 
Bible  work  and  Christian  Evidences  in  the  Payzant  classes, 
and  with  a  view  to  scrupulously  observing  the  terms  of  the 
Payzant  bequest,  the  Board  will  pay  yearly  from  the  Arts 
treasury  to  the  theological  fund  such  an  amount  as  shall 
maintain  the  equity  of  the  arrangement. 
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2.  Out  of  the  sum  realized  from  the  special  fees  [No.  2 
"  Expenses"  as  above]  the  theological  fund  will  pay  yearly  to 
the  Arts  fund  an  equitable  amount  as  rental  for  the  use  of 
the  Arts  building  and  facilities.  The  remainder  will  be  used 
for  purchasing  theological  books,  and  for  any  other  general 
expenses  that  may  be  necessary. 


Fees  and  Current  Expenses. 


A  fee  of  two  dollars  is  charged  for  registration.  The 
fee  for  an  Honor  Certificate  is  three  dollars  ;  for  a 
certificate  of  the  Abb.  Sc.  course  ;  for  the  degree  of 
B.  A.,  or  B.  Sc,  five  dollars  ;  for  the  degree  of  M.  A., 
ten  dollars.  The  fees  for  Certificates  and  Degrees  must 
be  paid  before  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Senate.  For 
a  special  examination,  a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  each 
subject  will  be  charged.

Rule  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

All  Tuition  and  incidental  Fees,  etc.,  must  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  at  the  opening  of  each  term. 

The  bills  for  board,  room,  rent,  etc.,  for  the  Fall 
Term,  must  be  settled  before  December  5th.,  and  for 
the  Winter  Term,  before  May  5th  in  each  College  year. 

Students  failing  to  comply  with  these  regulations 
forfeit  their  right  to  take  the  examinations. 

No  student  shall  be  graduated  until  he  is  clear  on 
the  books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University. 
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Aids. 

Scholarships  in  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  Governors  hold  ten  scholarships,  which  can  be 
assigned  to  needy  and  deserving  students,  subject  to 
the  following  regulation. 

"The  Scholai'ships  owned  by  the  University  shall  not  be 
granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  and  only  on  a 
written  application  to  the  scholarship  Committee,  through 
the  President,  before  the  10th  of  October  in  each  year.  " 

A  certificate  from  a  Scholarship-holder,  accom- 
panied by  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  scholarship- 
holder  is  legally  qualified  to  grant  the  use  of  the 
Scholarship,  may  be  presented  to  the  President,  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Committee  on  Scholarships  ;  and  if 
such  certificate  be  satisfactory,  the  student  presenting 
the  same  will  be  credited  with  the  proper  sum  on 
account  of  the  Scholarship.  All  certificates  from 
Scholarship-holders  granting  to  students  the  privileges 
of  Scholarships,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  President 
of  the  University  before  the   ioth    of  October  of  each 

year. 

The  DeWolfe  Scholarships. 

There  are  seven  of  these  Scholarships, — two  of  the 
value  of  $30.00  a  year,  four  of  $25.00,  and  one  of  $20.00. 
The  nomination  to  these  Scholarships,  which  by  the 
terms  of  the  bequest  can  be  granted  only  to  male 
students,  will  be  determined  by  the  Senate,  according 
to  the  class-standing,  needs  and  conduct  of  the  appli- 
cants. Applications  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
President  on  or  before  April  15th  of  each  year. 
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The  Ralph  Manning  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  is  awarded  subject  to  conditions 
determined  by  the  donor,  Rev.  J.  W.  Manning,  U.  D. 

J.  C.  Jordan  Scholarships. 

J.  C.  Jordan  Esq.,  River  Glade,  N.  B.,  makes  an 
annual  contribution  of  $150.00,  to  provide  three  scholar- 
ships of  $50.00  each,  for  the  benefit  of  needy  and  deserv- 
ing young  women  taking  the  college  course  ;  the  reci- 
pients to  be  named  by  the  Faculty  and  endorsed  by 
Mr.  Jordan.  Applications  should  be  filed  with  the 
Registrar  by  August  15th.  (Mr.  Jordan  contributes 
annually  a  like  amount  for  the  benefit  of  students  at  the 
Seminary).

Regulations  Respecting  Aids. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  financial  aids  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  University,  the  Board  has  adopted  the 
principle  that  needy  and  deserving  students,  resident  in 
Chipman  Hall,  shall  be  granted  priority  of  claim. 

Any  student  who  shall  marry  during  his  academic 
or  collegiate  course  will  thereby  disqualify  himself  for 
the  remainder  of  his  course  in  respect  to  an)-  of  the 
financial  aids  at  the  disposal  of  the  University. 

The  holders  of  University  or  DeWolfe  Scholarships 
must  consider  themselves  under  obligation  to  render 
service  in  return  for  the  use  of  these  Scholarsnips 
should  such  service  be  required.  The  service  may  con- 
sist of  assistance  given  in  the  Library,  Laboratories,  or 
College  Office  ;  or  of  such  other  assistance  as  the 
Faculty  may  deem  advisable.

Residence. 

1.  Board  and  rooms  for  about  60  students  are  provided 
in  Chipman  Hall,  the  College  Residence.  The  Hall  has  been 
renewed  recently  and  its  conveniences  greatly  improved  at  a 
cost  of  $7,000.00.  It  is  heated  throughout  with  hot  water, 
and  lighted  throughout  with  electricity.  All  modern  con- 
veniences have  been  added,  and  the  building  furnishes  a 
thoroughly  attractive  and  comfortable  home. 

2.  The  cost  of  Board,  heat  and  light,  varies  somewhat 
according  to  the  location  and  size  of  room.  The  average  cost 
is  $3.25  per  week.  Students  are  required  to  have  their  wash- 
ing done  outside. 

3.  Students  boarding  in  Chipman  Hall  must  furnish  bed- 
ing,  and  all  necessary  furnishing  and  conveniences,  except 
bedstead  and  mattress,  washstand.  mirror,  chairs,  table,  and 
book-shelf. 

4.  Students  are  admitted  to  the  Hall  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Faculty,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Faculty  may  prescribe. 

5.  Young  ladies  are  not  permitted  to  board  at  residences 
where  male  students  are  boarding,  and  only  at  boarding 
houses  approved  by  the  Faculty. 


Conduct. 


Special  rules  concerning  conduct  and  good  order 
will  be  announced  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances 
may  require.  It  is  assumed  that  students  are  in  attend- 
ance for  the  purpose  of  intellectual  and  moral  improve- 
ment, and  that  they  will  readily  comply  with  all  regu- 
lations that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  are  helpful 
in  the  accomplishment  of  this  object.  Inattention  to 
study  or  misbehaviour  of  any  kind  will  subject  the 
offender  to  reproof  or  suspension  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty.

This  need  is 
being  supplied  as  rapidly  as  opportunities  will  allow, 
but  all  friends  of  the  college  and  of  education  who 
have  opportunities  of  collecting  characteristic  rocks  and 
minerals,  or  natural  products  of  economic  and  indus- 
trial importance  from  any  part  of  the  province,  should 
aid  in  making  the  Museum  a  place  of  scientific  instruc- 
tion for  both  students  and  visitors,  and  its  contents  a 
complete  representation  of  the  scientific  and  economic 
wealth  of  our  province.  If  friends  of  education  and  of 
the  college  will  assist  in  this  work,  the  museum  may  be 
made  of  great  value  to  our  own  people,  and  of  interest 
to  the  increasing  numbers  who  yearly  visit  Nova  Scotia 
for  purposes  of  scientific  investigation.

Acadia  Athenaeum. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  the  improvement  of  the 
students  in  debate  and  public  speaking.  The  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  Society  are  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Faculty.  Besides  its  weekly  meetings,  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  a  course  of  Public  Lectures  during 
each  College  year.  The  Society  has  under  its  control 
a  Reading  Room  furnished  with  a  selection  of  news- 
papers, provincial  and  foreign,  and  other  periodicals. 

Acadia  Amateur  Athletic  Association. 

A  large  and  convenient  campus  gives  abundant 
opportunities  for  Athletic  Games  in  the  spring  and 
autumn.  There  is  also  on  the  University  grounds  a 
large  and  well-equipped  Gymnasium.  From  the  first 
of  November  to  the  first  of  April  the  students  have 
regular  gymnastic  drill  under  the  director  of  the  Gym- 
nasium.    In  May  of  each  year  a  public  field  day  is  held. 

The  Propylaeum. 

This  Society  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in 
the  College.  The  meetings  are  held  on  Friday 
afternoon.  The  exercises  consist  of  studies  and  dis- 
cussions on  assigned  topics.  Occasional  public  enter- 
tainments of  a  social  and  literary  character  are  given  by 
the  Society. 

College  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  this  Society  has  been  formed  and  is  in 
a  flourishing  condition.  At  present  there  are  about 
ninety    members.     Addresses    are    delivered     monthly 
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before  this  Society  by  clergymen  invited  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association 
publishes,  in  the  summer  vacation  of  each  year,  a  Col- 
lege Hand  Book  containing  a  large  amount  of  useful 
information.

Science. 

A  King's  County  branch  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Insti- 
tute of  Science  has  been  organized  in  Wolfville  and 
holds  monthly  meetings  in  the  College  library.  The 
purpose  of  the  Society  is  to  encourage  the  study  of 
local  Natural  History  and  to  disseminate  scientific 
knowledge  of  a  general  character. 

Prayer  Meetings  and  Sunday  Services. 

Prayer  Meetings  conducted  by  the  students,  are 
regularly  held  on  Sunday  morning  and  on  Wednesday 
evening  throughout  the  College  year.  These  religious 
meetings  havebeen  maintained  ever  since  the  founding 
of  the  College. 

All  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  morning 
prayers,  and  also  to  attend  public  worship  regularly  on 
the  Sabbath.  Parents  and  guardians  are  requested  to 
give  instruction  respecting  the  place  of  worship  which 
they  wish  the  students  under  their  care  to  attend.
